established, Mr Eisenhower 
can alao be expected to 
restate hin confidence in the 
ability of the North Atlantle 
Treaty Organisation to 
build itself into an ‘effcc- 
live fnatrument against 
Communist sggression in 
Western. Europe, But it is 
also Ukely that the now 
President will indicate his 
preoccupation with the. 
failure of European 
members of NATO to live 
up fully to thelr rearm- 
ament obligations during 
the past year, and he may 
alao oxpreas some concem 
over the relative slowness of 
achieving’ political ‘and 
economic unity in Western 
Eurdpe, As Supreme Com- 
; mander of the Allied Powers 
in Europe Inst year he gave’ 
expression to his disappoint- 
ment that progress in this 
direction had been tediously 
slow, and his recognition of 
the importance of West 
Burope as a bulwark against 
Communist expansion may 
bring from, him today an 
_uppeal for.a moro energetic,

lems by ‘the Allied Powers 
in Europe. 


Te Far Enst will awnit 
with special interest for

INVESTMENT VALUES 


The crux. of course, is the de- 
preciation In the banks’ inyest- 
ments. ‘Here it may be sald ut 
once that this depreciation hos 
little meaning. 

The banks’ holdings consist 

nimost entirely of “dated” 
Government stocks, These mature 
at various dates, most of which 
are less than ten years ahead, 
On maturity they will be repaid 
at par, and there is no reason at 
all why the banks should have fo 
sell any of them in the meane 
time. . 
Thaot is ample justification for 
the decision taken six months ago 
by most of the banks to value 
their investments not at prevall- 
ing murket prices; but “at or 
under cost and below redemption 
price.” It also justified their 
then decision to make no 
provision out of the half-year's 
profits, or froin contingency 
reserves or published reserves, 
against this depreciation. 

The ‘December 31 bank 
balance-sheets have not yet ap= 
peared, When thoy do I shall be 
very-~surprised- if - they-do- not 
contain footnotes showing that 
the banks are mainfaihing thelr 
attitude of six months ago. ~ 


BAD DEBTS 

While gomé of the bdnks have 
mzde “alidcations from disclosed 
profits to contingenctes, there 
have also been transfers from 
contingencies to published 
reserves. 

The main purpose of the con- 
tingency of undisclosed reserve fs 
to provide for bad and doubtful 
debts, which are @ far more real 
source of loss than are fluctua~ 
tions In the value of the bank's 
investments. .In view of the 
state of-cortain trades during the 
past year, the banks cannol have 
escaped some loss intrespect of 
bed debts. . 

The fact that some of them 
have been uble to ' moke these 
transfers ‘from contingencies to 
published reserves shows that 
ample provision wos made even 
fora year which must have been 
more diMculé than some of its 
predecessors. i 

For full knowledge .of the 
banks’ 1952 experience we must 
await. thelr chairmen’s atate- 
ments. It seems clear, howcver, 
that the banks have succcssfully 
weathered @ year witch brought 
with tt financtal ons which 
were new even ‘to”many of 
banks’ senior officers. ‘ 

This is all the more reason for 
Jooking forward with confidence 
to what one hopes will prove a 
less troubled yoar.
